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Honorary Degree Recipients 


Raymond Lemieux was the first recipient of the Canada Gold 
Medal for Science and Engineering from the Natural Sciences 
and Engineering Research Council. 



Dr Lemieux, currently Professor Emeritus of Chemistry at the 
University of Alberta, won international attention in 1953 when 
he achieved the first total synthesis of sucrose. He is credited 
with transforming the field of carbohydrate chemistry into a 
rigorous and productive science, and has contributed fundamen¬ 
tal advances to organic chemistry and the related fields of 
medicine, biology, and theoretical and physical chemistry. 

His work opened key doors to the understanding of the human 
immune system. Dr Lemieux's research in breaking down and 
synthesizing blood types has led to the 
commercial manufacture of products to 
control organ transplant rejection. The 
techniques that Dr Lemieux pioneered may 
also have applications for the treatment of 
cancer and AIDS. 

Dr Lemieux is an alumnus of the University 
and received his PhD from McGill Univer¬ 
sity. In 1961 he joined the University's 
Department of Chemistry. He was named 
Professor Emeritus in 1985. Dr Lemieux was 
instrumental in founding three 
biotechnology companies and helped start 
Western Canada's growing biotechnology 
industry. The recipient of many honorary 
degrees and awards, Dr Lemieux travelled 
to Saudi Arabia last year to accept the King 
Faisal International Prize in Science, the first 
Canadian to receive this award. 



The Senate is donating the following volume to the Bruce Peel 
Special Collections Library to commemorate the awarding of the 
honorary degree to Dr Raymond Lemieux:

Madrid: privately published by the Author, 
1892. This is a rare and magnificently produced study of early 
primary sources on the career of Christopher Columbus with 
emphasis on his letters, patents issued to him and other docu¬ 
ments. The numerous facsimiles are excellent. This volume is an 
important addition to the Peel Library's holdings on early travels 
and explorations. 
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Ronald Southern is Chairman, President, and CEO of 
ATCO Ltd, and Chairman of Canadian Utilities Ltd. 

Mr Southern is credited with transforming ATCO into a 
worldwide organization of energy and resource-related 
companies. His holding company is also involved in the 
management and operation of North America's new North 
Warning System. With his wife, Margaret, Mr Southern co¬ 
chairs Spruce Meadows, the show-jumping venue ranked 
third in the world, where they host the world's largest eques¬ 
trian event, the Master's Horse Show. 

A graduate of the University, 

Mr Southern is a director of several 
corporations including Fletcher Chal¬ 
lenge Ltd of New Zealand and Canada, 

Canadian Pacific Ltd, Hughes Aircraft of 
Canada Ltd, Lafarge Corporation, Xerox 
Canada Inc, and PWA Corporation. 

In 1990, Mr Southern was appointed a 
Member of the Order of the British 
Empire in the Queen's New Year Honors 
List and received the International 
Distinguished Entrepreneur Award from 
the University of Manitoba's Faculty of 
Management. He is a Member of the 
Order of Canada (1986). His many other 
awards include the Holland Trade 
Award form the Netherlands (1985), 

University of Alberta Businessman of 
the Year (1986), and the Canadian Tourism Medallion (1983).

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Honorary Degree Recipients 



Her Honor Marjorie Bowker is a former Alberta judge and 
author of the independent analysis of the Canada-US Free 
Trade Agreement On Guard for Thee. 

Her Honor Marjorie Bowker was appointed judge of the 
Family and Juvenile Courts of Alberta in 1966 and held the 
position for 17 years. She was the initiator of the Family Court 
Conciliation Services, a Court centre on counselling for 
separating and divorcing couples. This Court was the first of 
its kind in Canada and was adopted by Courts elsewhere 
across the country, as well as by the Family Courts in 
Australia. 

Her Honor's book on free trade received international atten¬ 
tion and provided a basis on which the public could formulate 
their own opinions on this issue. She has 
been invited to address numerous confer¬ 
ences throughout the world (Korea, West 
Germany, Los Angeles) on subjects such as 
child abuse, family law, and the survival of 
the family. 

A Prince Edward Island native. Her Honor 
was educated in Alberta and is an alumna of 
the University. She has been awarded many 
honors including an honorary doctorate 
from the EWHA Women's University in 
Seoul, Korea, 1989, Woman of the Year 
Award from the Business and Professional 
Women's Club of Edmonton, YWCA's 
Tribute to Women Award, 1989, and the 
Distinguished Canadian Award from the 
Council of Canadians. 

The Senate is donating the following volume 
to the Bruce Peel Special Collections Library to commemorate 
the awarding of the honorary degree to Her Honor Marjorie 
Bowker: 

Charlotte Smith's (1749-1806) Rural Walks: in Dialogues intended 
for the use of young persons.... London: for T Cadell Jun and 
W Davies, 1795. Two volumes, with original paper spine 
labels. This is the only copy in North America of an extremely 
scarce first edition. It is a moral guide for young readers by an 
increasingly appreciated English novelist and professional 
writer. Smith lived in a debtor's prison with her husband at 
one point, and published her works at her own expense. 
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Ruth Carse founded the Alberta Ballet in 1966 and served as 
its artistic director until 1975. 

A native Edmontonian, Miss Carse studied ballet in Toronto 
before enrolling at the American School of Ballet in New York. 
She returned to Canada in 1951 to audition for the newly 
formed Canadian School of Ballet and was accepted, leaving 
three months later because of artistic differences. Miss Carse 
then studied dance at several schools including the Royal 
Academy of Dancing in England and at the School for Ad¬ 
vanced Studies in Dance in Vienna, Stuttgart, Brussels, and 
Budapest. 

Miss Carse was also the founder and artistic 
director of Dance Interlude, the Edmonton 
Ballet Company and the Alberta Ballet 
School. She has danced with a number of 
professional companies including the Radio 
City Music Hall Ballet in New York City, 

Toronto Symphony Promenades, Canadian 
Opera Performances, and the First National 
Ballet Company of Toronto. She has also 
taught at several ballet schools in Edmon¬ 
ton, Banff, and Toronto. 

Miss Carse has been honored by a variety of 
organizations for her contributions to ballet 
and dance, receiving the Queen's Jubilee 
Medal, YWCA Tribute to Women Award, 

Sir Frederick Haultain Prize, and the 
Canada Dance Award.

Andre Levinson's La Danse d'Aujourd'hui. Etudes - Notes -

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University Mace 


The University of Alberta Mace was designed and crafted 
specifically for the University as a gift from Dr Francis Phillip 
Galbraith, Chancellor of the University of Alberta from 1964 - 
1970. It was presented by his son, Michael Galbraith, on behalf 
of his father on May 26,1970. 

Among its elements: the Star of Saint Thomas Aquinas, the 
Patron Saint of Scholars; the Wild Rose of Alberta; the Maple 
Leaf; and the separate charges which make up the 
University's Coat of Arms. The University motto 
"Quaecumque Vera" ("Whatsoever Things Are True" Phil 4:8) 
encircles the staff. The Mace is made of sterling silver which 
was rhodium plated after the insertion of the various 
enamelled shields which make up its elements. A special 
electro-plate process was used to apply 24 carat gold to other 
parts of the Mace. 

It was intended that the Mace should be modern in 
appearance but with medieval origins. The preponderance of 
visual weight at the top of the staff and the rather complex 
section through the metalwork at this point are reminiscent of 
the use of the mace as a weapon, defensive or aggressive. 

The Mace is carried before the Chancellor, or Vice-Chancellor, 
in procession and rests on its stand in full view of the 
assembly during Convocation. Centuries ago the Mace was a 
symbol of authority over life and death. Today it represents 
power - but the power of knowledge and the importance of 
the University in the community. 






University Ceremonial Chairs 

The Chancellor's Chair was presented to the University of 
Alberta as a gift from the 1922 graduating class. It is made of 
solid oak with a padded leather back and seat. Above the 
padded leather back is carved the University motto 
"Quaecumque Vera" together with the class year, 1922, and 
the University coat-of-arms. 

In 1987, the family and friends of Dr Charles Malcolm 
Macleod, Chair of the Board of Governors from 1950 to 1966, 
presented a memorial gift to the University of an oak stand 
for the University of Alberta Mace and two additional chairs 
for use by the President and the Chair of the Board of 
Governors at Convocation.
